TOWN WARRANT. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

W orcester, S51 
To either Constable of the Town of Hopedale, in said County, 
Greeting : 
In the name of the Commonwealth aforesaid, you are hereby 
required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town, quali- 
fied by law to vote in Town affairs, to meet at the Town Hall, on 
Monday, the fifth day of March next, punctually at 9 o’clock in 
the forenoon (the polls may be closed at 1 o’clock in the afternoon 
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on said day of meeting), to act upon the following articles, 
namely: 


Article 1. To choose a Moderator to preside at said meeting. 


Article 2. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing, including the following officers: ‘Town Clerk, Treasurer, 
Collector, Auditor, Selectmen, one Road Commissioner for three 
years, Overseers of Poor, Board of Health, Fence Viewers, one 
Assessor to serve three years, one member of the School Committee 
to serve for three years, five Constables, one Trustee of Public 
‘Library to serve three years, one Park Commissioner to serve three 
years, one Tree Warden to serve for one year, and a Surveyor of 
Lumber for one year; also to bring in their ballots “Yes” or “No” 
in answer to the question: “Shall licenses be granted in this Town 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors?” 


Article 3. To hear and act upon the report of the Selectmen, 
Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of the Fire 
Department, and any other officers and committees of said ‘Town. 


Article 4. To raise and appropriate such sum or sums of 
money as may be deemed necessary to defray Town charges for 
the ensuing year. 


Article 5. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
‘Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
in anticipation of the revenue of the current financial year. 


Article 6. ‘To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money 
on and after January 1, 1918, in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1918. 


Article 7. To see if the Town will appropriate sixty (60) 
dollars toward defraying the expenses of Memorial Day. 


Article 8. To see what disposition the Town :will make of 
money refunded from the county on account of the dog tax. 


Article 9. ‘To see what compensation the Town will allow 
the Collector of Taxes for his services. 
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Article 10. To see what date, if any, not later than October 
15th the Town will fix upon which taxes shall be payable. 


Article 11. To see if the Town will authorize the Selecetmen 
to take charge of all legal proceedings for or against the Town. 


Article 12. To see what sum of money the ‘Town will raise 
and appropriate to be expended for the suppression of the Gypsy 
and Brown Tail Moths. 


Article 13. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of twelve thousand, five hundred dollars ($12,500), or 
any other sum, for the repair of Dutcher Street, to be expended 
under the direction of the road commissioners, and authorize the 
commissioners to make any contract or contracts in regard to the 
same that they deem proper, or take any other action in relation 
to the repair of said street. 


Article 14. To see if the Town will raise and appropriate 
the sum of forty-five hundred dollars ($4,500) or any other sum, 
for the building or repair of a road or way from Hopedale Street 
to Dutcher Street, through Park land, the same to be expended 
under the direction of the road commissioners, and give to them 
authority to make any contract or contracts relating to the same 
that they deem wise, or take any other action in relation to the 
foregoing. 


Article 15. To see if the Town will vote to raise and ap- 
propriate the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000), or any 
other sum, for the repair of West Street in Hopedale, the same to 
be expended under the direction of the road commissioners, and 
to give them authority to make any contract or contracts relating 
to the same that they deem iwise, or take any other action in rela- 
tion to the foregoing. 


Article 16. To see if the Town will appropriate, from any 
funds available for the purpose, the sum of twelve thousand, five 
hundred dollars ($12,500), to be expended by the road commis- 
sioners in the construction and repair of sidewalks, and give to 
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them authority to make any contract or contracts relating to the 
same or take any other action in relation to the foregoing. 


And you are hereby directed to serve this Warrant by posting 
up attested copies thereof in at least four public places in said 
Town, seven days at least before the time set for said meeting. 

Hereof fail not, and make due return of this Warrant, with 
your doings thereon, to the Clerk of said Town, at the time of 
meeting aforesaid.

Purusant to Warrant lawfully posted, the inhabitants of 
Hopedale, duly qualified by law to vote in elections and in town 
affairs, met at Town Hall and punctually at nine o’clock in the 
forenoon, were called to order by the Clerk of said town, who read 
the Warrant and under:

Article 2. Voted: ‘That the town proceed to vote for the 
necessary town officers by ballot all upon one ballot; namely 
Town Clerk, Treasurer, Collector, Auditor, Selectmen, one Road 
Commissioner for three years, Overseers of Poor, Board of 
Health, Fence Viewers, one Assessor to serve three years, one 
member of the School Committee to serve for three years, five 
Constables, one Trustee of Public Library to serve two years, one 
Park Commissioner to serve three years, one Park Commissioner 
to serve two years, one Tree Warden to serve for one year, and a 
Surveyor of Lumber for one year; also to bring their ballots 
“Yes” or “No” in answer to the question: “Shall licenses be 
granted in this Town for the sale of intoxicating liquors?” 


Article 3. Voted: Unanimously, that the report of the Se- 
lectmen, Overseers of the Poor, School Committee, Engineers of 
the Fire Department, and all other officers of the town be accept- 
ed as printed.

Article 5. Voted: That the Town Treasurer, with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of the 
financial year beginning January 1, 1917, and to issue a note or 
notes therefor payable within one year, any debt incurred under 
this vote to be paid from the revenue of said financial year. 


Article 6. Voted: That the Town Treasurer with the ap- 
proval of the Selectmen, be and hereby is authorized to borrow 
money on and after January 1, 1918, and to issue a note or notes 
therefor, payable within one year, any debt or debts incurred 
under this vote to be paid from the revenue of the financial year 
beginning January 1, 1918. 
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Article 7. Voted: To raise and appropriate the sum of six- 
ty dollars ($60.00) to defray the expenses of Memorial Day, said 
amount to be paid Post 22, G. A. R. 


Article 8. Voted: To turn over to the Library the money re- 
funded to the town from the county on account of dog tax. 


Article 9. ‘Voted: That the Compensation of the Collector 
of Taxes for the year 1917 be two hundred and seventy-five dol- 
lars ($275.00) all the expenses connected with the collection of 
taxes for the year 1917 to be borne by the town and paid from 
the appropriation for the Incidental Department. 


Article 10. Voted: That all taxes shall be payable on 
October Ist and bills for the same shall be sent out on or before 
said date, and that all taxes remaining unpaid after the expiration 
of 15 days from said October Ist, shall bear interest at the rate of 
six per cent. per annum from said October Ist. 


Article 11. Voted: To authorize the Selectmen to take 
charge of all legal proceedings for or against the town. 


Article 12. ‘Acted upon under Article 4. 


Article 13. Voted: That the Town raise and appropriate the 
sum of twelve thousand, five hundred dollars ($12,500) for the 
repair of Dutcher Street, to be expended under the direction of 
the Road Commissioners and that they have authority to make 
such contract or contracts in regard to the same, in the name and 
behalf of the Town, as they deem wise. 


Article 14. Voted: That the Town do raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of forty-five hundred dollars ($4,500) to be expended 
in the building or repair of a road or way from Hopedale Street, 
through Park land to Dutcher Street, the same to be expended 
under the direction of the Road Commissioners, and that they 
have authority to make any contract or contracts in relation to 
the same, in the name and behalf of the Town. that they deem 
wis¢. 


Article 15. Voted: That the Town do raise and appropri- 
ate the sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000) for the repair of 
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West Street in Hopedale, the same to be expended under the di- 
rection of the Road Commissioners, and that they have authority 
to make such contract or contracts relating to the same as they 
deem wise. 

Article 16. Voted: That the Town appropriate from any 
unexpended balances remaining in the treasury the sum of twelve 
thousand, five hundred dollars ($12,500) for the construction and 
repair of sidewalks, the same to be expended under the direction 
of the Road Commissioners, and that they have authority to make 
such contract or contracts relating to the same as they shall deem 
wise. 

Voted: That the polls be closed at one o’clock in the after- 
noon. Punctually at one o’clock the polls were declared closed, 
the ballots cast were counted, and the result declared as follows:

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Parents and others are requested to carefully examine the 
above lists and if any errors or omissions are discovered report 
them at once to the town clerk, that the record may be corrected, 
as it is of importance that the records of Vital Statistics should be 
complete. Herewith are extracts from the Revised Laws of Massa- 
chusetts, Vol. 1, Chap. 29, as amended by Chap. 280, Acts 1912. 


SECTION 1. Physicians and midwives shall within forty- 
eight hours after the birth of every child in cases of which they 
were in charge, mail or deliver to the clerk or registrar of the 
city or town in which the birth occurred a notice stating the date 
and place of birth, giving the street number, if any, the number 
of the ward in a city and the family name. Failure to mail or 
deliver the said notice shall be punished by a fine not exceeding 
twenty-five dollars for each offence. The notice required by this 
section need not be given if the notice required by the following 
section is given within forty-eight hours after the birth occurs. 


SECTION 2. Physicians and midwives shall make and keep a 
record of the birth of every child in cases of which they were in 
charge and shall, within fifteen days after the birth, mail or de- 
liver to the clerk or registrar of the city or town in which the birth 
occurred, a report of the birth, stating the date and place, the 
name, if any, of the child, its sex and color, and the names, ages, 
places of birth, occupations and residence of the parents, giving 
the street number, if there be any, and the number of the ward in 
a city, the maiden name of the mother, and whether or not thie 
physician or midwife signing the birth return personally attended 
the birth. If the child is illegitimate, the name and other facts 
relating to the father shall not be stated except at the request in 
writing of both the father and mother filed with the return. The 
record to be kept by the physician or midwife, as above provided, 
shall also contain the facts hereby required to be reported to the 
city or town clerk. The fee of the physician or midwife shall be 
twenty-five cents for every birth so reported, which shall be paid 
by the city or town where the report is made, upon presentation to 
the city or town treasurer of a certificate from the city or town 
clerk stating that thie said birth has been properly reported to him. 
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The report required to be made by this section is in addition to the 
report required to be made by the preceding section, and as above 
provided, if made within forty-eight hours of the birth, the report 
required by the pneceding section shall not be required. A physi- 
cian or midwife who neglects to make and keep the record hereby 
required, or who neglects to report in the manner specified above 
each birth within fifteen days thereafter, shall for each offense 
forfeit a sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars. The city or town 
clerk or registrar shall file daily with the local board of health 
a list of all births reported to him giving the following facts; 
date of birth, sex, color, family name, residence, ward, physician, 
or midwife. 


SECTION 6. Parents within forty days after the birth of a 
child, and every householder, within forty days after the birth in 
his house, shall cause notice thereof to be given to the clerk of 
the city or town in which such child is born.

We submit herewith the thirty-second annual report of the 
School Committee. 

The financial report shows subdivision of expenses as called 
for by the State Board of Education. Among the expenses which 
have unavoidably increased the past year are fuel, teaching and 
supplies. The price of coal at this time is now about twice what 
it was per ton a few years ago. Supplies also have in some cases 
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more than doubled. The fact that we lose teachers each year in- 
dicates that our teachers’ salaries are not as high as those of 
many places. 

The special appropriation for Boiler Room and new boilers 
includes the boiler room and chimney for the Dutcher Street 
Building ; two new boilers for that building, and one new boiler 
for the Chapel Street Building. The long continued wet weather 
in the spring delayed starting on the work and it was farther de- 
layed by the large amount of ledge in the trench needed for the 
boiler room drain. ‘The heating plant was in operation in season 
for the early fall heating, but the outside work was not finished 
until freezing weather and there will be a little more to do in the 
Spring. The amount of the appropriation unexpended will more 
than cover what remains to be done.

TEACHERS AND SALARIES. 


With the exception of the drawing department and South 
Hopedale, the school year opened with the same corps of teachers 
as last year. All were doing such excellent work that it was a 
source of real satisfaction to have so large a proportion of them 
return. 

For several years the school at South Hopedale has been in 
charge of two teachers. In cold weather this arrangement neces- 
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sitated conducting two recitations in the same room at the same 
time. While the plan caused less confusion than might be ex- 
pected, the experiment of employing but one teacher had often 
been considered. It was thought that if a teacher of just the 
right type could be secured, we might be able to retain most of 
the advantages of the graded system and revive many of the 
merits of the district school. James A. Garfield said he learned 
more in his early school life from listening to the recitations of 
the older pupils than he did from reciting his own lessons. Many 
persons of distinction who acquired their elementary education 
in an old-fashioned district school have borne similar testimony. 
One of the best schools I have ever had under my supervision was 
@ one-room mixed school. 

We were fortunate in securing a teacher for the South Hope- 
dale school whose taste, experience, and aptitudes just fit her for 
this kind of work. She is very resourceful and both thinks and 
teaches according to the occasion. In my opinion any teacher or 
parent would find it worth while to visit this school. 

It is a common saying that money talks though it does not 
say much to school teachers. It has been difficult for the past 
two years for the average town to raise teachers’ salaries suffici- 
ently to keep pace with their rapidly increasing expenses. Hope- 
dale has made a beginning, but in order to secure and retain the 
grade of teaching talent which the town expects, further advances 
will become necessary. 


BOY SCOUTS AND CAMP FIRE GIRLS. 


While neither of these organizations is under school super- 
vision, both are valuable allies, and each has one of our teachers 
for a leader. The work of both organizations is of direct assist- 
ance to the schools, and this is my apology, if one is needed, for 
speaking of them here. ‘They constitute a definite, formal effort 
at character-building and physical culture, either of which may 
ultimately prove quite as valuable to the pupil as any training of 
the intellect he may reecive from the schools. Mr. Yeaton as 
Scout Master and Miss Starrett as Guardian both possess unusual 
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fitness for their respective positions. Another Campfire is being 
organized under the guardianship of Miss Mildred Nutting, and 
will be ready for duty very soon. 


WAR-SAVINGS STAMPS. 


Through the generosity and patriotism of some friend whose 
identity is unknown to the writer, a Thrift Stamp has been pre- 
sented to every pupil in town. The State Director for Massachu- 
setts informed me recently that only one other town in the State 
had been thus favored. The most fitting evidence of gratitude on 
our part for this great kindness will be for every pupil to save 
his money and purchase enough more stamps to entitle him to a 
War-Savings Certificate which is essentiailly a “baby bond.” 
Without doubt this form of saving will supersede the local stamp 
saving system for the present, and it is quite proper that it should. 


PHYSICAL DEVELOPMENT. 


Practically every one subscribes to the doctrine of a sound 
mind in a sound body yet we are farther from the realization of 
such an ideal than many suppose. The medical examination of 
a great number of men for the purpose of ascertaining their fit- 
ness for military service has revealed a vast amount of unsus- 
pected physical weakness. As a nation we do not seem to possess 
much more than fifty per cent. of the vitality and physical vigor 
of which we are capable. It is known that the right sort of 
training will produce a wonderful improvement in a short time. 
Just what form this training shall take is now recognized as an 
important question. ‘Thus far the main reliance has been upon 
competitive athletics. The result has been a small minority of 
overtrained star performers, while the great majority might just- 
ly be designated as undertrained hero-worshipers. A less in- 
tensive but more general training is needed, the purpose of which 
shall be the health and physical welfare of all. 

‘Military training has been suggested for this purpose, but 
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after due consideration it has in most cases been rejected. The 
most militaristic nations of Europe have not, as a rule, favored 
military training in the public schools. A simpler and more gen- 
eral training, calculated to secure the normal development of each 
organ and bodily function of the child, is to be introduced into 
most American schools. Many towns and cities have already taken 
action in relation to this matter, and we may very properly have 
it under consideration. ‘To make the human machine stronger, 
more efficient, and more reliable would be to increase the effective- 
ness of the scholastic work we are now doing. 


sSLOUCHINESS.” 


This is not a nice word, but it has been used recently by 
several persons in high places, persons whose opinions we can not 
safely ignore. The adjutant general of the United States is 
quoted as saying that the principal cause of the failure of young 
men to pass the rigorous examinations at the officers’ training 
camps is ‘“Slouchiness of manner, mind, and disposition.” He 
has sent a circular letter to the heads of various educational insti- 
tutions, calling their attention to this general deficiency, and ask- 
ing them to do their utmost to bring students to a deeper realiza- 
tion of the seriousness of life. Nicholas Murray Butler of 
Columbia University thought the matter of so much importance 
that he devoted one-fourth of his last report to the trustees, to the 
consideration of the subject. President Butler admits the truth 
of the adjutant general’s conclusions, also that the schools and 
colleges must bear a portion of the blame. He is also convinced 
that educational institutions are likely to be more loose-jointed 
and unbusiness-like than our industries and other organizations. 

Many colleges introduced the elective system with the best 
of intentions. Its purpose was to enable the student 1o select 
those studies which would most surely develop his special apti- 
tudes or would give him the best preparation for some particular 
profession or vocation he might have in mind. In practice nine 
out of every ten students elect what are called ‘“‘snap courses.” 
Instead of the subjects which will be most useful to them, they 
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choose those which will require the least work or those taught by 

an “easy professor.” ‘There are many who believe that the chief 
thing for which a young man attends college is not an education 
but the college atmosphere, whatever that may mean. Such 
students caution their companions not to let their studies interfere 
with their education. 

It is obvious that I wish to impress upon our pupils that all 
of this is false reasoning. No one ever became truly educated 
unless he loved knowledge and was willing to work for it unremit- 
tingly. Just the moment a pupil begins to lose his interest or 
relax his efforts, he is intellectually ill. If this state of mind 
continues for a single weck he is in danger, and his case should 
be reported to his parents as swiftly and certainly as if he had 
scarlet fever or small pox. To neglect to so report is a positive 
neglect of duty on the part of the teacher, an injury to the pupil, 
and an unkindness to the family. The opportunities offered by 
our public schools are to valuable to be wasted and life is too 
precious to be frittered away. I would recommend, not serious- 
ness, but hopeful, joyous purposefulness. 


MANUAL ARTS. 


Our work along these lines has naturally been influenced by 
the spirit of the times. During the autumn months the girls were 
occupied with canning and the general principles of the preserva- 
tion and the economical use of foods and food materials. They 
have also done considerable sewing for the Red Cross. Our war 
gardens were not extensive, but an excellent spirit was mani- 
fested, and very creditable results were achieved. 

An exhibtion of manual arts was given at the close of the 
last school year. It was well attended and seemed to be appreci- 
ated by the public. The exhibit of drawing was especially good, 
and the canning demonstration was both unique and helpful. The 
boys exhibited some pieces of cabinet work that would do ry a 
to an experienced workman. 

An instructor in printing has been secured and a lively in- 
terest in the subject is being manifested by the boys. Without 
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doubt more would like to take the subject than can be accom- 
modated at present. Several girls have asked to be allowed to 
learn to set type. If Mr. Jones can arrange to give us more time, 
there would probably be enough applicants to form one or two 
more divisions in printing. 


LENGTH OF THE HIGH SCHOOL COURSE. 


The length of the traditional high school course has been four 
years from time immemorial. It is not true, as some seem to 
think, that every secondary school pupil should be graduated in 
four years, neither more nor less. It is a mistaken policy to at- 
tempt to fit the student to the course, and in many instances is a 
positive injury to him intellectually. It is quite possible that in 
some cases a three-year or a five-year course is much better than 
the regular four-year course. The Massachusetts Commissioner 
of Education and others of high professional standing favor some 
arrangement whereby a high school student may be graduated in 
three, four, or five years, depending upon health, strength, am- 
bition, heredity, environment, and previous preparation. Their 
plan is to divide the work of the high school into “unit or half- 
unit courses,” and a unit is defined as representing a “year’s study 
in any subject in a secondary school, constituting approximately 
a quarter of a full year’s work.” According to this plan a student 
who carries five unit courses for three years, four unit courses 
for four years, or three unit courses for five years would be en- 
titled to a diploma. 

There is a certain elasticity in the above arrangement which 
makes it possible to adjust the work to the needs of three distinct 
types of students—those whose natural rate of progress is com- 
paratively rapid, those who move at about the average rate, and 
those who ought to go slowly. It is probable that the majority 
of pupils will continue to require four years to complete the work 
of the high school. But if a certain pupil can cover the required 
work satisfactorily in three years, he should be allowed to do so. 
If he really needs five years to complete the regular course, I can 
conceive of no more short-sighted policy than to compel him to

finish it in four years. As a matter of fact, he does not finish it, 
except at the expense of his health and the sacrifice of his hap- 
piness. The greatest objection to a five-year course for those 
who would receive the most benefit from it comes from the parents 
who fear it may be a reflection upon the ability of the pupil. I 
wish we might convince such parents that the most faithful and 
conscientious pupils are often not swift workers; that they often 
have the clearest understanding of what they do learn; but that 
in any case it is wrong and wasteful to hurry them beyond their 
natural pace. 

Before leaving this subject of the adjustment of the length 
of the course to meet the needs of the pupil, 1 want to add that 
in my opinion a place should be found in the high school for some 
who will not complete any course. Two years or even one year 
in high school ought to make a pupil a better citizen than he oth- 
erwise would be, and to make better citizens is the sole purpose 
of State supported education. All other reasons are personal 
and private and do not concern the State. We have a right to 
expect every pupil who attends the high school to be industrious 
and well-behaved. So much should be insisted upon, but I fail 
to see the justice of imposing any other conditions upon the 
normal pupil who is likely to receive more benefit from the high 

school than from the grades. 


SPENCER’S OLD QUESTION. 


A multitude of answers have been given to Spencer’s ques- 
tion, ‘‘What knowledge is of most worth?’ It is foreign to my 
purpose to offer another, but the following experience bears direct- 
ly upon the subject. 

At about the time the English landed at Gallipoli for the 
purpose of ultimately capturing Constantinople and obtaining 
control of that important commercial highway connecting the 
Black Sea with the Mediterranean and the outer world, a test ‘was 
submitted to our own pupils and to those of several other high 
schools. The number of pupils examined and the number of dif- 
ferent schools involved proves beyond a reasonable doubt that the 
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conditions revealed were not local, but might be expected in any 
school, anywhere. 

The test related to the city of Constantinople, the Darda- 
nelles, the Sea of Marmora, the Bosporus, and the Black Sea. The 
papers showed a pitiful ignorance of the geography of the entire 
section. Its commercial relations were equally obscure in the 
minds of practically all of the pupils. The importance of these 
places in modern history and in diplomacy apparently had never 
interested them. Prominent as all these topics are in current 
affairs, interesting as they should be to anyone who wishes to be 
well informed, yet the knowledge which these pupils possessed 
was confined almost entirely to semi-mythical stories dating back 
to ancient history or antedating history altogether. 

No single event in my educational experience has done more 
to convince me of the fact of misplaced emphasis in our teach- 
ing and in our courses of study. It is far more important to 
know the Dardanelles of today than of two or three thousand 
years ago. We should first teach life and the world as they now 
are, then teach those things in the past which help to explain the 
present, in no case failing to lead the pupil to a consciousness of 
how the past explains the present. Teach the pupil the facts he 
will actually use in his daily thinking rather than the things he 
will simply store in memory. Above all, give the pupils such 
mental exercise as shall cause them to develop ‘“‘intellectual 
muscle” rather than take on “intellectual fat.”

The trustees wish to impress upon the inhabitants of the 
town that a public library is the proper place in which to deposit 
any manuscript or printed matter of any kind whether book, 
pamphlet, report, notice, poster, handbill or newspaper, that con- 
tains any direct or indirect reference to Hopedale. If each citizen 
will bear this in mind, and do his share in the matter, the library 
will eventually contain a more complete history of our town than 
can be made in any other way. 

The trustees will furthermore welcome any suggestion that 
will in any way increase the usefulness of the library. 
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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 


The Trustees of the Bancroft Memorial Library respectfully 
submit the thirty-second annual report and the nineteenth from 
the present building. 

We are following the plan adopted ten years ago, and we call 
your attention to the report of the Librarian, which gives our 
statistics for the year 1917, together with an account of the varied 
activities under her supervision. 

In the Library as elsewhere the outstanding event of the year 
is the war. Not only has the war made new demands upon us, 
but directly and indirectly it has affected the work in many ways. 
The Library has tried to “‘do its bit” in.all patriotic work. The 
Librarian has carried on an energetic campaign in behalf of food 
preservation, and has added many books on Thrift and kindred 
subjects. Through the generosity of our citizens we have col- 
lected many books for the soldiers’ camps. When the War Libra- 
ry Association issued its appeal for money for this purpose, and 
set Hopedale’s quota at $125, the thorough campaign carried on 
by the Librarian and her most efficient Committee resulted in a 
contribution of over $500 by nearly 500 people. Early in the 
year a beautiful silk flag was purchased from the income of the 
Bancroft-Day Fund. 

The Trustees are very glad to report that they have heen able 
to retain the same most capable staff. The regular work has been 
maintained at its high level of efficiency. Mrs. Smith at the South 
Hopedale Branch has continued to serve the interests of that part 
of our town most admirably. Notwithstanding the war activities 
so generally carried on in town — which would naturally curtail 
the use of the library — the circulation at the main Library shows 
an increase over last year; and the per capita circulation (11.36) 
is exceeded by few cities or towns in our State. 

More and more are the children assembling in the Library. 
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The quiet games provided for them, and more recently the knit- 
ting, are a strong attraction for them, and they are early forming 
the habit of visiting the lbrary. Additional chairs have been 
provided from the Funds, and a gift of money from the former 
Hopedale Club known as the “Bumblepuppies” has made it pos- 
sible to increase their equipment of games. During the summer 
the usual story talks were given at the Library alternately with 
illustrated travel talks at the High School. 

During the year two new book-stacks have been added from 
the income of the Funds. This increase in shelf room will pro- 
vide for about fifteen hundred volumes, and will afford the neces- 
sary space for several years. From the same Funds suitable book- 
plates have been purchased for those books which are added from 
the income of the Bancroft Fund, the Bancroft-Day Fund, and the 
Joseph B. and Sylvia W. Bancroft Fund. The income of the 
Bancroft Fund is now being used to supply such books of current 
interest as could not be furnished from the regular appropriation. 

‘About $70 of the original $500 given by General Draper in 
1899 for the purchase of scientific books still remains. This year 
we have added several books from this gift. 

It is with the greatest regret that the Trustees record the 
resignation of Mrs. E. L. Osgood from their number. Mrs. 
Osgood succeeded her husband as Trustee, and for the past six 
years has given her talents to the Library. Her broad-minded 
judgment has been ever of benefit, and her resignation is a great 
loss to the town.

At a joint meeting of the Selectmen and the Trustees on 
June 11, Mr. Wallace I. Stimpson was appointed to fill the 
vacancy caused by Mrs. Osgood’s resignation. 

The Trustees desire to express their hearty thanks to all 
those who have contributed to the success of the Library, and 
especially to those who have given the Victrola concerts on the 
first Sunday in the winter months. 

The war conditions have resulted in a considerable increase 
in the expenses of the Library. By strict economy, however, the 
Trustees believe that the expenditures next year can be limited to 
approximately the same amount as this; and they accordingly 
respectfully recommend the same appropriation, $4000 and the 
proceeds of the dog tax.

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LIBRARIAN’S REPORT. 


To the Trustees of The Bancroft Memorial Library: 


The Librarian’s tenth annual report is herewith submitted. 

The usual detailed tabulations of the growth and use of the 
library are appended. 

The normal work of the library has been continued through 
the year with some extra activities to meet war time conditions. I 
am pleased to report that in a town where old and young are giving 
so much time to war knitting and sewing, the main library has 
maintained its circulation of last year and 69 volumes over. The 
reading and reference rooms—including the children’s table— 
have been used by 1853 more people than last year. 

Five Victrola Concerts were held on Sunday afternoon with 
a total attendance of 237. We are grateful to the following peo- 
ple for taking charge of the concerts: Mr. John Earl (2) , Miss 
Hazel Brown, Mr. and Mrs. Fred Ball, Mr. H. N. Smith. 

The children’s alcove with its table is as popular as ever 
and eight more small chairs have been purchased for its use to- 
gether with a folding table for temporary use during the busiest 
hours. 

A modification was made in the summer story hour this year 
—half, for the younger grades, being told as usual at the library 
and half, for the older children, at the High School Building, 
using the school radiopticon. ‘These last took the form of travel 
talks and were given, two by Mr. A. C. Johnson, Secretary ‘of 
our board of Trustees, and one each by Miss Mary C. Moore and 
the librarian. The total attendance at both was 291. The story 
hour work was affected by the excessive heat last summer, never- 
theless, seventeen children were perfect in attendance. Beatrice 
Hickey, who was present at all the story hours and travel talks, 
was presented later at the school with Stevenson’s “Home book 
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of verse for young folks” by an interested friend of both school 
and library. 

The request that grades 6 and 7 bring flowers for the decora- 
tion of the library during the summer brought thirteen bouquets 
from 6 different children. 

During the year the Library Art Club has sent us fourteen 
exhibits. The Free Public Library Commission of Massachu- 
setts has loaned us a collection of books in Italian which are still 
in circulation. The Massachusetts Agricultural College Library 
at Amherst loaned a collection of books on Agriculture and kin- 
dred subects which were widely used at the South Hopedale 
Branch. 

The addition of two new steel stacks has relieved a conges- 
tion that had nearly eliminated all relative position in the shelving 
of books. 

Three special bookplates were designed this year for the 
Bancroft Fund, the Bancroft-Day Fund, and the Joseph B. and 
Sylvia W. Bancroft Fund. These together with the one pur- 
chased for the Sarah M. Whipple Fund in 1914, furnish an in- 
dividual bookplate for each of our endowment funds. 

The local history collection has received from Mrs. A. T. 
Gifford of Fitchburg, Mass., a framed picture containing 4 
daguerreotypes of community people with a key to their names, 
also two books used by community members, one the ‘Water Cure 
Journal” for 1851 bound. Mr. F. J. Dutcher has given 3 photo- 
graphs of older Hopedale houses, the one of the Parsonage in its 
early days being especially interesting. "The Hopedale authors’ 
collection has been enlarged by the gift of music from Mr. G. L. 
Bell and a book on Pattern-making from Mr. G. H. Willard. A 
part of the material already classified has been bound this year and 
the catalogue continued. 

To meet the war time demands books on the war, and the 
countries involved, have been freely purchased. The interest on 
the Bancroft Fund for this year is to be used almost entirely for 
the purchase of such books. Mrs. Edward L. Osgood has given 
us four excellent books on food conservation and values, and other 
books and pamphlets on subjects of war time thrift have been 
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secured. So great has been the demand for many of these books 
of current interest that the time limit has been made the same as 
for fiction—one week, subject to renewal for a second week. 

The people of the town have brought many books to the 
library to be forwarded to the soldiers. At first they were sent 
directly to the Y. M. C. A. headquarters in Boston ; but after the 
formation of the A. L. A. War Council, over three hundred were 
shipped to the War Camp Library at Camp Devens. The Camp 
Fire Girls have made some scrap books for the Red Cross and the 
children have knitted in the library face-cloths for the soldiers. 
In September a committee was appointed by the Trustees to raise 
$125 during Library War Week Sept. 24-29, for the Library War 
Fund. So generously and generally did the people of the town 
respond that over four times our quota was given by 482 individu- 
als and one organization, the exact sum returned being $509.07. 

Mrs. Smith at the South Hopedale Branch has maintained 
the excellent standard of former years. ‘The Branch patrons 
gave 33 books for the soldiers and 8 scrap books for the Red 
Cross. Mrs. Smith as a member of the local Library War Fund 
Committee raised $14.40 in South Hopedale for Camp libraries. 

I would express to the Trustees my grateful appreciation for 
providing a library assistant during the past year, and to the as- 
sistants and janitor my sincere thanks for their faithful service 
and helpful co-operation.
